pons and prpers,

Mr. HowAnrDp sald there had been & state of
war existing in Mexico since 1802, It Spruhg
foto existence In conspquonce of disagreeing
parties in that Republiec, nnd an afitempt on the
part of onoof these parties Lo overthirow the
ropublican Government of Meaxion established
by her Constitution, and sot up apother in ite

ce, In this condition of things the Emperor

of the French saw it to intervene, and to adopt
the cause of one of theso fotions, and that fae-
tion whose ohject was to overthrow the repub-
Hean Government already established, The
pretext of this unjustifiable Insurréetion on the
parkof the Emperor wid the undoubted fact that
the Government of Mexico was indobted in a
ponaidernbleamounnt of money toeeriain I'rench
publieots, and that the Republic had not pald the
amount of thelr reclamation; ostonsibly the
eanes of Interference on the part of Franoe was
the collection of thisclnim of Freneh eltizons
sgnlnst ihe Government of the Republle, but
nohady can for o moment eredit the proposaition
that that indebtedness wis the only cause of
this bloody aud wanlon Intervealion,

1ts object looked far beyond the payment of
itho compariatively small sum due tothe IFrench
citlgens, It looked to the entire and complete
subversion of the republicean Government in
Mexico, and the establishment there of the Im-
perinl power of Franee, undér o sort of protec-
iorate which the Emperor had seen fil lo ex-
tend, and Maximillan, who was called to the
head of affalrs ln Mexico by whal is commonly
called the priest party, )

The Government of the United States has not
thus far, as I onderstand i1t, made any very
strenuons efforls, either by diplomacy or other-
wike, Lo procore the withdrawal of the French
forces from Mexico. Thne war has been raging
for severnl years, and has been prosecuted nn
the part of the French army with great bitter-
pess, and in some cases with great ferocity and
barbarity, if we are to eredit the rumors which
are brought to us by the publie journals of the
country.

I do not propose, however, to enter into the
ebharneter of this war, What I want to know
and what, I think, the country desives to know
ik the present exanct politlenl and legal position

+ of the Republic of Mexico In regard tothe Go-
wgrnment of the United States and in regard to
thé Government of France, A gtpte of war has
interrupted our trade with Mexleo. It hns
groatly Involved our relntions with the legiti-
mate powers of that Republic., Our own inte-
rests, the interests of our cominerce, the inte.
resls of our eliizens, the interests of mankind
generally, require that this war shonld be
bronght to as speady a termination as is practi-

ecable, Weare not Informed ns to what axtent
the Imperal forces havoe sncoeeded In subjugat-
ing the people of Mexico, Wa do not know to-
day how many towns or cities they hold 1n
thelr possession, or how lmportant may be Lthe

conqguosts they have made; nnd I have bein, 1

confess, walting with great patlence, and a feol-
ing of groat personal indulgenece to the honor-
able Chalrman of the Commitise on Foreign

Relntions of this bhody (Mr. Sumner) for some re-

port, some sinlement by which I eould learn
the exact position of affalrs therve, uud, [ think,
some auxlely lns Mllled the breasts of other Se-
nators on the subjeet,

The eonntry nnd the world have been amussd
for the last fifteen or sightsen months with
ocenslonal ramors. that the Fronceh army wis
about to be withdrawn from Mexico, and that,
econsequently, the uasurper Muxim!hau would
follow that foree, and return again to his home
in Europe, and that the people of Mexieo wonld
be lefl to enjoy their own soverelgn right of self-
government in thelr own way, and that peace
wounld then be restored. I wish to eall the ul-
tention of Senators, and especlally of the
honorable Chairman of (he Commities on
Foreign Affuirs, to o few facté in this con-
neetion, As long ago as the 10th of April, 1861,
the Emperor of the French entered Into n
solemn convention with Maximillian ln regard
to the amount of force which the Emperor was
10 furnish to him In his expedition to Mexieo.
1 hold in my bhand several of tha artioles of that
convention.

Mr. HowARD rend some of the artioles peferred
to, and commented on them al some lenglh, He
then read an article from the Memoriald Diplo-
wnatigue, which stated 16 to bo the Intention of
Mr. l‘.lnculn and Mr, Beward to,recognlze the

overnment of Maxiniilian soon after the 4h of

aroh, 1805 and, In concluslon, ealled theatten-
tion of Mr. Bumuer to the faet that Mr. Seward
had never denjed the trath of this nssertion.
